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part of their work involves testing chemicals and | 
household products like food sweeteners. They have 
been criticised by both the RSPCA and Home Office. 


First exposed in 1981, an undercover investigator | 
revealed animals with open sores, cages covered in 
blood, vomit and diarrhoea; animals were visibly 
shaking and too scared to leave their cages. During 
one test on baboons from 1995 - 2000, HLS broke the 
Good Laboratory Guidelines 520 times. In 1997 
Channel 4 filmed HLS workers punching beagle dogs 
in the face and falsifying experiments. In 2001 we 
revealed that HLS employ convicted sex offenders, 
drug dealing has taken place on site and workers have 
carried out tests whilst drunk. In 2004 The Observer 
newspaper exposed HLS for gassing beagle dogs to 
test a CFC chemical which was banned 15 years ago. 


In 2006 two ex-workers spoke out about HLS. They 
described beagles being punched, falsified data, 
unhygienic conditions and complete incompetence. 
One beagle contracted warts from animals in a 
previous study. Another dog with warts was denied 
veterinary treatment as workers said “she’s being put 
down in a few weeks — it doesn’t matter..." Also in 
2006 and 2008, HLS’ primate supplier in Vietnam was 
exposed. Undercover footage shows protected wild 
animals forced into tiny, rusted, dangerous cages to 
breed, before being shipped to their deaths. 





HLS have been exposed yet again in 2008 by an 
undercover worker. Monkeys were shipped for up to 
70 hours from Vietnam, and arrived cowering and 
shaking. During experiments they were found to be so 
stressed they vomited faeces and collapsed, had 
missing fingers, and routinely escaped from the 
poorly-built cages. Monkeys were strapped into chairs 
and made to inhale toxic chemicals. HLS killed 217. 
monkeys for just five experiments. 





From 1981 to 2008 we can show that animal cruelty, sloppy procedures and 
ae law breaking go hand in hand at HLS. For more information about HLS, the
